The Late Mr. J. D. Clark. 
The late Mr, J, D. Clarke, MULL, 
veteran ecitur of the Sdaagdas Mere 
éury, who haa just died, ared &, 
was bom at Haleawaorth, Suffolk, 
on August 12, 138i, amd was 
educated: privately first, and after~ 
wards at Norwich Grammar 
School, When quite a youth, ba 
savered his connexion with home 
and country and, we believe, took 
part in the Fralian campaign under 
Garnbaldi. This was the start 
fan adventurous coreer, says the 
N.C. D. News, in the coursa of 
which he travelled over-many saas 
and. continents. After serving in 
| the Royal Navy, he has related 
‘that he served as am enlisted man 
in either one or two of the navies 
of South Ameriasn Republics, and 
he also made an adventurous trip 
on foot acroas the South Americar 
continent. He was again in the 
naval service when he arrived in 
the Far East in 1861, and. wos 
present when the actions of Shi- 
monoseki and Kagoshima were 

fought. 


In 1855 he left the Navy, and 
helped ts establish two foreign 
bewspapers in Japan—the Rising 
Sen-and the Nagescki Express. 
Caming to Shangmi in 1875, he 
began business here as a broker 
and general merchant, and four 
years later established the Skang- 
hei Mercury, in partnership with 
the late Mr. Rivington, this paper 
absorbing the SAanphsi Courier.

No Rights for British Navy. 


Replying to the speech of Mr. 
Blont, theRritish Officer Adminis- 
tering the Govrtnmentof Weihai- 
wei, at the opening meeting of! 
the Weibaiwei Retrocession Joint 
Commission on October ‘3. dtr. 
M. T. Liang, the-bead of the 
Chinese Commission, said — 

“We have jost heard an ‘in- 
teresting opening speech from 
His-Hlonour Mr. Blunt, the Officer 
Administering the Government 
of Weibsiwei,-a territory which 
is to engage immediately our 
attention. . . 

“He made reference to the, 
recent famine relief work here in 
which the community contribated 
some $70,000, which will up 
doubtealy be remembered: by all 
with everlasting gratitude. 
Though sad, the occasion, evince 
ing deap sympathies ia all 
quarters, will go down in the 
history of Weibaiwei as one of its 
iNominating chapters. . 

* As regards the administration 
to which Air. Bluot has alluded. 
1 need hardly repeat what F have 
frequently said, that we admire 
what wa have eean and that when 
the Territory has been retroceded 
it will be our duty to maintain 
its present efficiency. 

“We have cone here this 
morning ta discuss whst may 
appear tote a problem—as moat 
international adjustments are. 
here may be little differences of 
opinion. arising now and thea, 
but if we would on these occa 
sions imagine ourselves in one 
another's boots, as we say at 
times, these differences will dis- 
appear . 

“We truly rely upon the British 

delegates, in the negotiatio: s that 
{are to take place immediately. to 
keep in mind that there are other 
spots in China which in tke 
course of time must also be return- 
ed to us, and that what they 
desira to bave may eatedli-h 
precedents diffcalt for our Gov- 
eramentinthefuture. They are, 
therefore, in a position to ease 
our futore situstion, snd we are 
confident tbat thes will do so.
